Many observers think this is the 
most deplorable aftereffect of the de 
pression. No less than 200,000 young 
people came to the age of responsibil- 
ity during the depression era without 
finding steady work, They left 
school ambitious to find an interesting 
important, part in the world of activ- 
ity, and found nothing. Many of them 
married without ever having had = a 
week’s employment, and went on city 
or other municipality relief, 


Though the improvement in busi- 
ness in the past two or three years 
has absorbed a fair percentage of 
these young people, there are sull 
large numbers idle. Some of them 
only need the offer of a job to get 
back on their feet. Others have _ be- 


come ‘soured’ and slackened through 
years of enforced idleness, and need a 
course of training and general rehab- 
ilitation, 

Last session the Dominion Govern- 
ment voted a million dollars as a 
start toward meeting this problem, 
Hard times were pleaded by the treas- 
ury board when this item was origin- 
ally considered. The Youth Employ- 
ment Committee originally wanted 
seven million dollars spent on restor- 
ing Canada’s young people to self- 
respect and steady employment... Their 
estimates were returned and pared 
down to four million, The Minister of 
Labor, urged to exercise economy, is 
said to have brought this down to two 
million, five hundred thousand dollars. 
The treasury board, which has the 
final say, lopped it down to a million 
dollars, 

Who Is Responsible? 

It is an arguable point whether the 
state should take over the full re- 
sponsibility for the problem. Many 
people argue that the indirect way 1s 
best; stimulate private industry by 
wise fiscal policy, and it will find op 
enings for the young people, they say. 

There is, however, a good example 
clése at hand for state assistance 
The Roosevelt administration in the 
United States has poured out millions 
on this work, 

Last year the estimated expenditure 
was $671,250,000 in the U. S. 

This was all devoted to the youth 
angle of unemployment, spent either 
through the C C C or the’ National 
Youth Administration, 

In contrast our million dollars looks 
trifling. On a per capita basis Canada 
would have to spend $50,000,000 or 
more a year to put on an equivalent 
show. 

However, the million dollars being 
put up by the Dominion Government 
is to be supplemented by another mil- 


lion dollars from the provincial #ov- 
ernments, If the latter were better off, 
the federal government might be dis 
posed to raiese the figure. Untortun 
ately, three or four of them are still 
only a jump from insolvency.
